The Jefferson-Hillman Hospital in Birmingham, which is owned by the University, is the chief 
clinical teaching unit in the University Medical Center. Student laboratories in the new eight-story 
Medical and Dental Basic Science Building have been designed to provide for expanded classes, both 
in medicine and in dentistry. 


The Crippled Children’s Hospital, the Public Health Building, and the Veterans Hospital, all 
housed in new buildings, are teaching affiliates of the University Medical Center. The University also 
operates an out-patient clinic and an accident and emergency service. 


The Medical College of Alabama has a proud history which goes back to 1859. The College is 
approved by the Council on Medical Education of the American Medical Association and is a member 
in good standing of the Association of American Medical Colleges. 


The School of Dentistry, established in 1948, has the full approval of the Council on Dental Ed- 
ucation of the American Dental Association. The Dental School has also made considerable progress 
in the instruction of dental auxiliary personnel. A two-year program in Dental Hygiene was put into 
operation in the fall of 1952.

Through the Graduate School, Master’s degrees are offered throughout the University, and the 
Ph.D. degree is offered in anatomy, biology, biochemistry, chemistry, commerce and business admin- 
istration, English, history, pharmacology, physiology, political science, and physics. Both the Ph.D. 
and Ed.D. degrees are offered in education. 
ENGINEERING RESEARCH 

The University’s graduate research program has access to the laboratories at the Oak Ridge Insti- 


tute of Nuclear Studies and the Redstone Arsenal at Huntsville. The University also participates in 
the Redstone Arsenal’s cooperative program for undergraduate students in engineering and science. 


The University is cooperating with several other universities and colleges in the development of a 
graduate training and research program at the Arnold Engineering Development Center, Tullahoma, 
Tennessee. 


LAW SCHOOL 


The Law School prepares students for the practice of law and provides legal training for those who 
plan to enter business or public service. The Law School is fully accredited and approved by the Amer- 
ican Bar Association and the Association of American Law Schools. 

The case method of instruction, in which students study actual cases in order to see principles of 
law, is used in the Law School, and seminars providing intensive and advanced work are offered each 
year. Moreover, through participation in the practice court, students obtain practical experience in 
drafting pleadings, preparing briefs, and trying cases. 

Students are encouraged to do legal research and writing in the Alabama Law Review, a legal 
periodical published semi-annually by a student editorial board. 

The Law School occupies Farrah Hall, a three-story red brick building named for the late Dean 
A. J. Farrah. A $200,000 annex to Farrah Hall was erected in 1949. The Law Library, housed in 
Farrah Hall, contains approximately 22,000 volumes.
